May 1 by Bisho p Tho mas Bo wman o f St. 
Lo uis. 
There will bo 595 delegates and 
many visito rs gathered in the new Armo ry 
bu ilding when Bisho p Bo wman raps the 
co nference to o rder. 
These 595 delegates 
will represent 
17,026 ministers, 14,896 
pro batio ners and 2,766,656 lay members o f 
the Metho dist Episco pal church. 
They 
will speak fo r co ngregatio ns o wning 25,- 
688 churches, who se value is 1107,960,874, 
and 9,813 parso nages, who so value is # 16, ■ 
649,892. 
Numerical Strength o f the Metho dist*. 
The Metho dists are seco nd in impo r­ 
tance o nly to the Catho lics in numerical 
fo rce and in the value o f thei% church 
pro perty. 
At their Inst sessio n the natio nal dele­ 
gates o f the church celebrated a co nference 
centennial. Bu t 1899 was no t the real cen­ 
tennial o f the general co nference. The ilrst 
co nference o f the Metho dists was held in 
Baltimo re in 1784. 
Freebo rn Garrettso n 
led the mo vement which bro ught the scat­ 
tered representatives o f the church to geth­ 
er in that city in late December. The lirst 
sessio n was held o n Friday, Do c. 24, in 
‘ Lo vely Lane Chapel." 
Tho mas Co ke, 
who had co me to America as Wesley’s rep­ 
resentative, presided. Nearly 00 preachers 
were in attendance, and they o rganized the 
Metho dist Episco pal church as an inde­ 
pendent bo dy. 
The new church o rganiza­ 
tio n sprang into existence o n Christmas 
day, and so this co nference is kno wn in 
histo ry as tie* “ Christmas co nference.” 
The qu adrennial co nferences were no t 
established u ntil eight years later. At first 
a co uncil co mpo sed o f bisho ps and presid­ 
ing elders had co ntro l o f the natio nal o r­ 
ganizatio n. 
But this fo rm o f go vernment 
pro ved unpo pular, and in 1792 a general 
co nference was called to meet at Balti­ 
mo re, and since that time general co nfer­ 
ences have been held regularly at intervals 
o f fo ur years. Until 1828 they met in Ilal 
timo re with the single exceptio n o f 1812, 
when the unsettled, co nditio ns gro wing 
o u t o f the war wit h England caused the 
co nference to lie held in New Yo rk. 
In 1828 the general co nference met in 
Pittsbu rg, and in subsequent years it met 


fcutio a. 
T.he western co nfer, r. 
a re gen- 
emlly in favo r o f adm itting w men, bu t 
tne eastern co nferences are o pn >sed to it, 
and so vigo ro us is the >\ j -sino n that it is 
po ssible the new wo man will i.-.ve to wait 
ano ther fo ur year- f r reo< rnitio n. 
The 
annu al co nferences, 
ho wever, have de­ 
clared fo r her. 
Ano ther questio n o n which the east and 
west co nferences divide is the time limit 
which the co nstitutio n o f th*. church no w 
places o n the servi-es o f ministers. 
The 
co nstitutio n no w limits the service o f a 
minister to five years in o ne place, and he 
sanno t serve in o ne place mo re than five 
years in ten. It is pro po sed to remo ve this 
time limit entirely. A similar pro po sitio n 
was defeated at the last general co nference. 
Co pgress will ho ar fro m the co nference 
o n several questio ns. 
The pro po sitio n to 
“ pu t Go d in the co nstitutio n o f the United 
States,” which is the subject o f tho usands

in Philadelphia, Cincinnati, Bo sto n, In di­ 
anapo lis, Buffalo , Chicago , Bro o klyn and 
Omaha. 
The co nference o f 1893 was ho ld 
in 
Omaha, and the nu mber o f delegates was 
604. 
Tho increase in the membership o f 
tho co nference sho ws the increase in the 
membership o f the church. 
In 186« tho 
delegates were 243; in 1892 they were 504; 
in 1890 they will be 695. 
One delegate to 
the general co nference is elected fo r every 
45 members o f theanntial co nferences, and 
thedelegates to the annu al co nferences are 
pro po rtio ned to the membership o f thi» 
co ngregatio ns represented. 
Co nference* In Fo reign Land*. 
These annu al co nferences n v i h» *hl in all 
parts o f tint United .State-, in Bulgaria, 
central China and tho Ko ngo Free State. 
All thro e o f these fo reign co nferences will 
be represented hero by clerical and lay del­ 
egates. 
Many mi sio ns also will bo repre­ 
sented in the gathering—tho se o f Den­ 
mark, Ko rea and India amo ng them —hut. 
they will have no vo ice in the general co n­ 
ference. 
The annu al co nferences in the 
United States are 140, and tho ugh so me o f 
them fo llo w mo st o f them igno re state 
lines. 
These co nferences, as their name 
suggests, meet 
every year, o no -half o f 
them in tho spring and tho remainder in 
the fall. Once in fo ur years they el co t del­ 
egates to the general co nference and vo te 
o n questio ns which the general co nference 
has referred to it fo r co nsideratio n. 
Indi­ 
rectly many impo rtant questio ns are de­ 
termined in the electio n o f delegates, be­ 
cause delegates to a Metho dist Episco pal 
co nference have platfo rms and principles 
like delegates to a po litical co nventio n. 
The annu al co nferences have been go ing 
tn all o ver the co untry fo r two mo nths 
/a^t, and the mo st impo rtant questio n o n 
which they have been vo ting is the “ wo m­ 
an qu estio n.” In 1880 the general co nfer­ 
ence sustained an episco pal ru ling that the 
Discipline “ do es no t pro vide fo r no r co n­ 
template the licensing o f wo men us lo cal 
preachers, ” and ano ther that “ the law o f 
tho church do es no t autho rize the o rdina­ 
tio n o f wo men.” 
Thus shut o u t o f tho 
ministry, the new wo man made applica­ 
tio n fo r representatio n in the general co n­ 
ference. 
The co nference o f 1*88 to o k up 
this pro blem and*debate i it at great length 
and amid much excitement. 
It was re­ 
ferred to the church and annu al co nfer­ 
ences fo r« vo te in 1 slid and l v91, and there 
the pro po sitio n was defeated. Bu t it came 
tip again in lv.>2 with renewed strength, 
and it was referred again to the annu al 
co nferences. 
It require.-, a three fo urths 
vo te o f the members o f these annu al o o n- 
ft rences and then a two -thirds vo te o f the 
members o f the general 
co nference 
to 
make the necessary change in the co nsti*

It is pro po sed no w to pro vide 
fo r equal lay and ministerial representa­ 
tio n and tliis questio n was submitted to 
the annu al co nferences o f 1894 fo r a pre­ 
liminary vo te. 
In additio n t * this and 
so me o ther individual changes in tho o r 
ganizatio n and go vernment o f tho co nfer 
o nce the repo rt o f the co nstituto nal co m­ 
missio n, indefinitely po stpo ned fo ur years 
ago , may be taken up and a g* neral revi­ 
sio n o f the co nstitutio n ado pted. But this 
invo lves no radical changes. The repo rt o f 
a co mmissio n to revise Discipline, appo int 
id every fo ur years, will be received and 
co nsidered fo r ado ptio n.

The discussio n o f the publishing busi­ 
ness will lead to the unco vering o f an o l ] 
scandal. Tho co nference o f 17» 9, five years 
after the o rganizatio n o f t he church, estab­ 
lished a publishing ho use, fo llo wing the 
example o f Wesley, and o rdained that th** 
pro fits sho uld go to the annu al co nferences 
fo r the benefit o f needy preachers.
